Smallpox In 1861. 


During the exciting period of 1861 


great fears were entertained for the 
safety of the president, and every pre- 
caution was token to insure his person- 
al protection. 


One morning there appeared at the 


White House a woman, closely veiled, 
demanding an immediate interview 
with Mr. Lincoln. Approaching Mes- 
senger Perkins, who guarded the door 
of Mr. Lincoln's private office, the vis- 
itor make known her request and plead- 
ed earnestly that she be admitted to a 
personal interview. The doorkeeper's 
orders were, however, very strict, and 
finding her eloquence all in vain she 
finally compromised by confiding her 
message to the courteous but firm em 
ployee. Taking him to one side, the 
veiled lady seized both his hands in hers 
and tenderly rubbed them as she ex- 
tracted a promise that he would imme- 
diately deliver her request to the presi- 
dent. Perkins was almost overcome by 
a most peculiar odor that appeared to 
emanate from his companion and has- 
tened to gel rid of her without creating 
a scene. 
No sooner had he accomplished this 


than he confided to one of the official 
household the effect produced upon him 
•while .in conversation with the impor- 
tunate visitor. A physician who was 
present promptly divined the truth and 
instituted a search for the woman, when 
it was learned that she had driven rap- 
idly away in a carriage, and all trace 
was lost. Perkins was immediately or- 
dered to return to his home and await 
developments. 


Within the usual period he was taken 


ill with one of the worst cases of viru- 
lent smallpox on record, and for •fteeks 
lay at the point of death. Upon his re- 
covery the faithful messenger, whose 
devotion to duty doubtless saved the life 
of the president, was appointed by Mr. 
Lincoln to a permanent position on the 
clerical force of the war department.— 
Washington Post.

If the United States is to retain poa- 


Miaion of the Islands this condition of 
•flairs should be changed at onoe. All 
the silver bullion in the treasury if 
coined into dollars, half-dollars, quar- 
ter* and dimes would not be sufficient 
to supply the requirements of 9,500,000 
of people. Then Cuba and Porto Rico 
will hive to toe supplied with American 
silver coins, as the natives of tbese 
islands prefer silver to gold. The silver 
dollars in the treasury cannot bemused 
for supplying the Philippines and West 
lodlef, as they are represented in the 
olrooiation by silver certiScutes, and 


• it sterna probable, however much the 


gold men may dislike i', that our mints 
will have to ba get at work coining sil- 
ver for oar new possessions. Of course 
various schemes will be devised by the 
gold men to prevent the coinage of 
silver, bat everything indicates that 
we will have to coin more silver if we 
reUln the territory acquired by our 
army and navy in the Philippines and 
Wen ladies.

It IB certain, unless the Spaniards 


break faith and refuse to evacuate 
Cuba and Porto Rico, that forty or 
fifty thousand volunteers will be mus- 
tered out of the service of the United 
States in a very few weeks, The war 
department is making inquiries as to 
the wishes of the troips, with the in- 
tention of mustering out those who 
desire to return to their homes. As far

STOREY AND OJIMSBK PRIMARIES. 


Must be in tlie County Thirty Dnjs Be- 


fore Jtnlisttng. 


The following opinion of the Attor- 


ney General was tendered to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Ormsby county yester- 
day: 


OABSON Cm, Nev., Aug. 19,189& 


A. J. McGowantDistrict Attorney,Carson, 
Nevada, DEAaSra:—I am In receipt of 
your letter of the 18th instant, reading 
as follows: 


"Will yon please give me a written 


opinion concerning the right of sol- 
diers to vote at primary elections. 
The officers of election are in doubt as 
to the right of soldiers to vote, and I 
have advised the officers that persons 
who came here for the purpose ot en- 
listing in the army have not gained a 
t-eeideuoe in this county unless said 
persons were in the State of Nevada 
six months and in Ormsby county 
thirty days before they enlisted." 


Yonr advice to the officer8 of elec- 


tion as above quoted is correct and 
they should be guided by it in the Pri- 
mary Elections, 


Upon this question onr State Consti- 


tution is very plain. Sec. II Art. 2 
Constitution of Nevada, reads as fol- 
lows: 


"For the purpose of voting no person 


shall be deemed to have gained or lost 
a residence by reaaon of his presence 
or absence, while employed in the ser- 
vice of the United States; nor while 
engaged in the navigation ot the waters 
otthe United States, or of the high 
seas; nor while a student of any sem- 
inary of learning: nor while kept at 
any alms house or other asylum at 
public expense." 


Language identical with that above 


quoted is found in the constitution of 
a number of States of the Union, and 
the 
universal construction placed 


thereon by the Courts of last resort in 
tboae states is that no change of resi- 
dence entitling the person to vote in 
any place, other than the one in which 
be was entitled to vote at the time of 
entering the service of the United 
States, or of becoming an inmate of 
any alms house or asylum, where he is 
kept at public expense, can or does 
take place; that bis place of residence

In no country are there more dia- 


monds to be found than in the United 
States, according to the population. 
It 


is estimated by a leading Maiden lane 
(New York) diamond dealer thot there 
are upward of 1500,000,000 worth of 
diamonds in this country. 
Moreover, 


thia vast amount is increasing year by 
year. 
Until quite recently diamonds were 


rarely cut in this country, but Amer- 
ican inventors have developed a process 
for diamond cutting which is vastly su- 
perior to that done abroad. 


The IOSB in weight through cutting is 


sometimes fully one-half, out the valne 
is increased probably more than two- 
fold.The Dutch city of Amsterdam has 
been the great diamond cutting center of 
the world from time immemorial and 
np to a few years ago over 12,000 peo- 
ple in that place were directly or indi- 
rectly dependent upon this trade. 


But it was not reasonable to suppose 


that Amsterdam should continue to hold 
a monopoly of diamond cutting. As one 
of the greatest importing cities of the 
world, New York gradually offered in- 
ducements to diamond cutters, and an 
industry has been gradually built up 
here tbat is now very flourishing and 
profitable. In 1858 Henry C. Morse ot 
Boston invented a machine for cutting 
and polishing diamonds, and since then 
improvements have been made upon it 
that are very important. The foreigners 
continue to polish their stones by hand, 
out in this country machinery ia large 
ly used. 


A famous gem expert places the total 


value of all the diamonds in the world 
at over $1,000,000,000, of which $850, 
000,000 worth are in the hands of deal 
ers, carried as stock. All of the other 
diamonds are in the hands of private in 
dividuals, and the question naturally 
arises, who owns them? This is not so
